The extension work of the East and 
West India Dock Company at Tilbury, 
which was laiguii one year ago, is pro- 
gressing with marvellous speed. Six 
hundrerl acres were secured by the 
companv for the works, all of whhich 
has been enclosed by a light board 
fence eleven feet in height. A busy 
activity is iiresented within this en- 
closure, wliri-r ■J.'^OO men are engaged 
in excavatiiiL:, pumping and laying 
masonry. Ti;t y are .aiiled bv thirty 
live powerful locoinol ives working on 
twi'iitv ti\e miles of triick, tifly horses, 
forty steiiiii i iM!:! ?,, 1000 wagons, two 
winding engines, seven stfiani excavat- 
ors, two Bteam crabs, and pumus iiikI 
engines capable of throwing .'50,000 
gallons per ininule. During the past 
vear over one million cubic yartls of 
soil has been excavate, and the work 
goes on ilay tiiid night, the elitctric 
light being called into r-.-ijuisition. 
The deep-water docks at Tilbury are 
designed tn aocorntnodatfi the lines of 
large sl.eainslii ps engaged in the Mast 
India, ( 'hinii, ( 'oloiiial and Anieriean 
trades. 'I'lie dock will be constructed 
with a depth of thirty-live feet below 
ordiii.ary high water mark of spring 
tides, "it will have 1 .^i, 000 lineal feet 
of 4uay berths, and will be a]i[)roaclied 
by an 0[>en tidal basin having forty- 
three feet depth of water. The pa&- 
.senger conununication between Jjondon 
and the docks will only lake about 
thirty-live iniiuites from Fencliurcli 
street station. The contract calls for 
the completion of the work in two 
years and a half, and they wi'l proba- 
bly be ready for business in the spring 
of 1885. 

A rather comical trial of the C'liinesi! 
corvette Tni;/ Y ncii. took placi; recent- 
ly at Kwiur-niumle, in the Baltic. 
The vessel has two turrets, each armed 
with a couple of Krupp guns of ten 
and a quarter inches calibre, which 
had already stood the test of an extra 
charge of powder at E.ssen, but it was 
also necessary to test the eQ'ect of the 
concussion of these monster cannon on 
the corvette itsidf. According to an 
account published in the serious North 
Ueiiiuin Gd-flU; :i large quantity of 
Hkyligbt and window glass was smash 
ed, a thick iron rail on the bridge was 
vrenched off, a funnel was snapped in

The cannon being loaded, 
the turrets, for saf(>ty's sake, were 
cleared of the men, and then on a given 
signal one .solitary gunner pulled "with 
all his iiiiglil"at the ends of four long 
cords which bad luen atlachid to a 
bar. Tilt! shuck was tremendous and 
the datniigo done in sma.shed gla.s.s, 
wrenching ofl" iron rails and disturbed 
coal bunkers w.is immense. How the 
Chinese are to face the Friiiicb or any 
other foe with such disastrous guns is 
a qui!stion well worthy of their consiil- 
eration. "Truly a triumiib of <ier- 
nian, industry," writes tlie naval corres-

Ohildreii 
are liablo t(j be toiiiptod and led astray in 
broad daylight; but tiiey are more likely 
tu bo caut^ht ill the siiaro after dark, 
l-'aronts who allow thtiir little boya to 
come and go at all lioura are a-ssummg a 
fearful responsibility. Impressions re 
coived on the street comers at ni^ilu are 
apt to bo Instinc; and the most rigid 
moral teachings in after life selduiu avail 
to reuiove those imiire.s.sion.s . It i.s while 
thoniind isyouii^ that it ia most suHceptiblo 
to intlueiicert tluit shape the future "f the 
child. Fathers and in.jther:! bIi'iuUI al 
ways know where their boys pass their 
evenings. The proper place is beneath 
tho parental roof tree. 



"Water, 

To TUB EDiToti: — In yoiir report nf tho 
last meeting of iho mutiicipal council I 
.see that the water coiuinissioner and the 
inayor e.xerciaed theiuselveH eonaiderably 
over the presentment of the grand jury 
and the criticisms of thu V'ictoria pre.sa on 
tho impurity of t.he city water supply. 

The water commissioner put in the 
plea of "not guilty" for the mayor and 
council, and as evidence that tho accusa- 
tion of supplying impure water wius un- 
founded, produced an aiialyai.s of a bottle 
of water which contained no living thing 
other than is usually present in fre.ah 
water and no smell whatever. 

Tho water commissioner is to be con- 
gratulated on his groat good fortune in 
discovering so o-vi^ellent a beverage in the 
municipal tapa. It ia juat what wator- 
ratcpajersluLve long been thirsting fur, and 
have been powerless to obtain. Why ia 
superior brand reserved for the iiiiiuieipal 
council table? is tho question which one 
would like satisfactorily answered. 

Oiti/.ens hhave jir.ivided tho ininiicipal 
council with abnut two hundred thousand 
dollars tu furni.sh tluin with an uiilitiiitoil 
supply of gooil water, and tiiey have a 
right to expect and a rijiht to insist on oh- 
tafnihg what they have paid for, and what 
was promised them. 

The municipal council cannot eacape 
fair criticism and juat uunaure by attempt- 
ing to hide itself behind the specimen 
bottle of the water commiasiuner. I'lmt 
may bo overythiiig good that ia claiinod 
for it. What people are dissatisfied with 
— and everybody ia xlixsatisliod except the 
mayor and councillors— is that what is 
supplied them in restricted aiul irregular 
(|Uiinlitie.s is not according t(i the water 
coniniissioi.er's sample, but is water con- 
taminated with dirt and animal and 
vegetable impurities. Such a compound 
is unfit for general use and is dangerous 
to public health. 

The water commissioner has tho mis- 
fortune to think that any reference to tho 
miserable water supply of this city is a 
retlectiou upon himself. The fault ia not 
with the water conimia.sioner nor with 
Mr. Hendry; but with the council which 
has accepted the responsibility of water 
works control tind management. 'l"o 
abuse the grand jury, youraelf or yniir 
humble servant, aa eneniii's i>f the water 
works, simply because they expreaii dia- 
aatisfaction with the municipal water anil 
suggest remedies, aeenis to me ||tu show a 
lamentable want of judgment. 

The conaid ration i f the defective 
water supply of this city coitjhl net lo be 
disturbed by jielHonalilie.a and I shall 
therefore not indulge in any. W hat 1 
hope ia that the council will, alter it re 
covers from its prolonged adminitiun of 
the water coninii-saionor'a sample bottle, 
take active and intelligent measures to 
provide citi/.ena generally with watiT 
equal to that higii stainlird.

no-w tho story of the Discovery of it 
Pro'bably Orieinatod. 

Some years ago I met in Egypt IMr. 
Gravy, then, and probably still, an engi- 
neer of high position in the aervice of the 
govoriiiiieiit and who diatingiiished hiin- 
•udf during Iho lute war by his heroic ef- 
I'orts to aid the English residents to em- 
bark in the vessels sent for them. He 
had previously many years before been 
in thu service of the Ruasian government 
and had been sent to the neighborhood 
of Mount Ararat for some object which 1 
now forgot. But I recollect, as likely 
many others do who had the pleaanro of 
knowing Mr. Gravy hearing him mention 
that, prompted by curiosity, he had as- 
cended the summit ef the Mount and re- 
mained soniu daj's <iii a visit ut the mon- 
astery which waa then there; that the 
monks stated to him that the roof of tho 
apartment aasignud lo him, and 1 think 
some others, was composed of the ribs of 
tho urk. Mr. Gravy said that he ex- 
amined the structure very closely and 
that it bore all the appearance of the roof 
being Hiijjported by the ribs ol ;i vessel 
and tho wood apjiearcd very old. Ho 
also said that a fow years after his visit 
the monastery was destroyed by an oarth- 
([uakcand that ho had never heard what 
become of the alleged ribs of the ark. 1 
do not pri..foss to believe that, part of the 
ark waa incorporated into the monastery. 
1 merely tell the tale as it was told to luo 
— So, I am sure, too, did Mr. Gravy, so, 
too, probably, did the niuiika, who no 
doubt got the story from their predeces- 
sors. 

TuK density of population of Berlin 
now exceeds that of Naples, Prague and 
even A'^ienna.
